The city cou ncil met last night and 
all memb ers were present save Cou n­ 
cilman You ng. 
The 
minu tes 
were 
read, some immaterial changes made 
and adopted. 
E. A. Lee petitioned the city cou n­ 
cil to b e allowed to dig a ditch to lay 
a tile in the gu tter on the west side 
of Jackson street, opposite his proper­ 
ty. 
The m atter was referred to the 
committee on streets and alleys with 
power to act. 
Charles E. Francis & Bro. requ est­ 
ed that the water main b e extended 
across he railroad tracks on West Fifth 
street to 
their b u ilding site. 
The 
oou ncil thou ght it advisab le to extend 
a fou r inch pipe from the ten inch 
main on Sexton street temporarily, 
and a regu lar six inch main cou ld b e 
pu t in next spring. 
The matter was 
leftjto the proper committee. 
Mayor Cowing was instru cted to 
close a yearly contract with the cou n­ 
ty commissioners for their water and 
light at the cou rt hou se and jail. 
Cou ncilman Ball reported ttiat the 
Pan Handle railroad company 
was 
very slow ab ou t pu tting'in the power 
hou se switch as they agreed, b u t he 
said that he u nderstood it wou ld soon 
b e constru cted. 
Cou ncilman Frazee made a motion 
that the city close a contract with the 
Pennsylvania 
railroad 
to 
fu rnish 
them water for their engines for $36 
per month, the am ou nt'they are now 
paying the Big Fou r for u sing their 
pu mping 
station. 
While 
it wou ld 
mean a large sou rce of revenu e. City 
Engineer Stewart said that] it wou ld 
requ ire from one third to one-fou rth 
more water than is now su pplied b y 
the water plant hero, and on su gges­ 
tion of Cou ncilman Reynolds action 
wTas deferred u ntil they cou ld 'investi­ 
gate fu rther. 
The Pennsylvania has 
endeavored several times to close con­ 
tract with the city for water. 
Cou ncilman Frazee made a motion 
that the proper au thorities notify the 
owners of the b u ilding occu pied b y 
Lytle, the ‘ dru ggist, that they mu st 
pu t their down spou t u nder the side­ 
walk, as it was the cau se of covering 
the sidewalk w ith ice at this point. 
Motion was carried. 
The Finance 
committee 
reported 
that they had fou nd Su pt. Ong’s re­ 
port for Novemb er correct. 
Report 
was received. 
Street Commissioner R. P. Lakin 
reported $19 .45 collected for dirt and 
tiles. 
Report received. 
The report of the cou ncil’s assess­ 
ment roil on fthe Eighth street im ­ 
provement« , 
from the J. M. 
& I. 
railroad to Harrison street was adopt­ 
ed. 
Attorney J. D. Megee was on 
hand to file a remonstrance in event 
the oou ncil made a motion to accept 
the work. 
The city clerk was in­ 
stru cted to pu b lish the assessment roll, 
giving (necessary notice and- likewise 
the assessment roll of 
the 
Sexton 
street improvements from Fou rth to 
Ninth streets. 
The 
report 
of the 
cou ncil on this assessment was also 
adopted. 
City Attorney You ng was instru cted 
to attend to the looking u p of a proper 
deed for the du mp grou nds in the west 
part of this city. 
The cou ncil then allowed the u su al 
nu mb er of claims. 
The draving of 
Elsb u rv* Pea. which was left since 
the last meeting, was settled.last night, 
the cou ncil ordering the>lerk to draw 
an order for $5 instead of $7 as the b ill 
called for. 
Cou ncil then took u p the 
sewerage qu estion. 


Cou ncilman Reynolds made a mo­ 
tion which was u nanimou sly carried 
in the]city cou ncil last night to the 
effect that b eginning Janu ary 1st Su pt. 
Ong shou ld keep the accou nts of the 
water and light, fu nd separate from 
the general fu nd, and that the city b e 
charged with improvements—as a m at­ 
ter of form, of cou rse—which are made 
in the way of new street lights water 
main extenions, water plu gs, etc. 
In this way the pu b lic will receive 
a more comprehensive accou nt of what 
ou r water and light plant is doing in 
the way of earnings. 
Last year, after paying all expenses 
of ru nning the plant, fu rnishing the 
city with lights and water and paying 
cost of 
improvements, Su pt. 
Ong 
showed a total of over $500 on the 
b right side of the ledger, and this 
wou ld have b een mu ch larger had the 
cost of improvements b een noted and 
dedu cted. 
In this way the people can 
see to a penny ju st exactly how the 
plant is ru n. 
It is a good move.

While this might b e tru e—the pangs 
of gu ilty conscience prompting him to 
confess—on the face of it, it appears 
as if the fellow was seeking a lot of 
cheap notoriety and wants his pictu re 
in the papers. 
Same as some people 
write “tonic testimonials” to get their 
names and pictu res in print. 
Does it seem plau sib le that a man 
who did not need the money—Harris 
says he spent it recklessly ru nning 
arou nd the cou ntry—wou ld argee to 
kill a person he never saw, on a pro 
mise, now mark yon, from a man he 
did not know? Or wou ld a man who 
wanted some one ont of the way stop 
the first 
fellow he 
met—a perfect 
stranger—and say, “ I will give you 
$o00 to kill a certain party, what do 
von say!” 
It sou nds like a b it of fiction and 
very rotten fiction (pardon the adjec­ 
tive)— the kind that finds its way into 
the wicker]b askets. for it is ou t of all 
reason. 
Harris evidently got that “ dope:” 
“ She tried to wriggle away b at I 
closed in with my fingers arou nd her 
neck. 
I cou ld hear her b ones crack. 
My ! How they cracked ! I can hear 
them yev. 
That qnieted her and I 
dragged her into the alley where I 
choked and b eat her u ntil I was su re 
she was dead. 
Then I dragged the 
b ody fu rther on to the shed, where I 
threw it down.” from the pages of a 
five cent novel 
It sou nds a great deal 
like the “ linejof slash” we u sed to 
read in the “ yellow b acks" when we 
were b oys. 
Bu t they ou ght to send him u p for 
life, no matter if he does make second 
confession—which he prob ab ly will in 
a few days—to the effect that he is j 
not gnilty, and that he dreamed it, or j 
that a clarivoyant in Chicago told him j 
he did it, or that a doctor’s wife in 1 
Barab oo, Wis , had him hypnotized; 
and that he made the confession while 
j 
u nder 
her influ ence. 
Su ch fellows 
shou ld b e “ pu t away” on general 
principles.

The plans and specifications have 
b een made after a deal of hard lab or 
on the part, of Mr. Stewart, who has 
given the 
sewerage qu estion mnch 
stu dy. 
The variou s memb ers of the cou ncil 
expressed themselves as 
b eing well 
pleased with the plans, b u t deferred 
taking any action u ntil the next regu ­ 
lar meeting of the cou ncil in Janu ary. 
In the meantime each memb er will 
go over the plans and specifications 
carefu lly, and in all prob ab ility reso 
lotion« will b e drawn u p at the next 
meeting accepting the plans and order 
ing a sewer constru cted. 
A sewerage system will cost thou s 
ands of dollars and it is well “ to 
make haste slowly.” 
The engineer’s estimate is $54,713 « 5 
for this system. 
This figu re is only 
an estimate, as the price of lab or and 
material at the time of constru ction 
largely governs the cost. 
This esti­ 
mate may b e a few thou sand dollars 
high or it may b e a few thou sand low. 
City Engineer Stewart said today : 
“ If they b u ild this sewer I want the 
city to employ at least two of the most 
tru stworthy and competent citizens 
possib le, to act in the capacity of su 
perintendents 
or rather representa* 
tives of the city. 
And to see thar 
everything is constru cted according to 
specifications. 
It will b e b etter for 
all concerned. * *

The large crowd present in Tab er 
nacle Hall had a world of fu n last 
night. 
Y’ou cou ld hear them lau ghing 
for three-qu arters of a mile.] 
In one instance last night a you ng 
fellow drew the corresponding cap to 
his sister. 
Of cou rse there are rnles 
to govern cases of this kind and he 
gets another draw. 
The ru de is that when

to See What Can b e Done

Prof. J. H. Scholl received word to­ 
day from Frank Caldwell, the Alaskan 
lectu rer, to the effect that Eli Smith, 
an Alaskan mail 
carrier, will 
b e 
throu gh this city tomorrow. 
He will 
arrive here ab ou t*noon and will take 
dinner with Prof. Scholl. 
Mr. Smith is driving three Eskimo 
dogs and three wolves which he u sed 
on his rou te near Nome, b u t has pu t 
wheels on his sled owing to the scar­ 
city of snow and ice in this cou ntry. 
He is making the drive overland on 
a wager, his destination b eing Wash­ 
ington. D. C. 
He makes b etween 25 
and 30 miles per day in this cou ntry 
b u t can easily make 60 miles in the 
land of ice and snow* with his dog 
team. 
The]dogs]are particu larly interesting 
to the children, and Prof Scholl will 
arrange for Mr. Smith to drive arou nd 
to all the schools|in this 
c i t y . 
Then ab ou t 1 o’clock the pu b lic may 
see the strange ou tfit and driver near 
the pu b lic squ are. 
Mr. Smith sends the following let­ 
ter in advance to each city he visits: 
To the Boys and Girls of Rnshville: 
My name is Eli Smith. 
1 am a mail 
carrier on the long dog trail of Alas­ 
ka. 
I have gone over the passes with 
my dogs and have driven from Skag- 
wav to Behring Sea and from there I 
have driven many times to Nome and 
retu rn. 1 have also driven my faithfu l 
team fromNome on North arou nd the 
shores of Behring Strait and followed 
the coast line of the Arctic Ocean 
throu gh 
to Pt. Barrow, 
the most 
northern point on the North American 
continent. 
I will tell you this that it 
is farther b y dog trail from Valdez 
to Pt. Barrow than it is b y train from 
here to San Francisco and yet we mail 
carriers have to take the mails over 
tiiis long trail of ice and snow. 
At Point Barlow the su n doe« not 
rise at all for ab ou t fou r months in 
the winter time and for the same 
length of time in the su mmer it does 
not set. 
It is a strange cou ntry. 
I am the first mail carrier to b ring 
his team from Alaska and drive it this 
far. 
On my wav ou t I drove from 
Nome to Valdez and coine from Val­ 
dez to Seattle on a ship. 
From Seat­ 
tle I started to drive [my team over­ 
land to Washington City and have got 
this far on mv jou rney. 
I will tell 
you ab ou t my team. 
I hare seven 
dogs, sled and harness. 
Three ot this 
ontfit are wolves, three Eskimo dogs 
and one half-b reed St. Bernard and 
Lmalamoot. 
Now 
I will give you 
their names. 
Pasco, the leader, is a 
malamoot, 
Frank 
and 
Wolf, the 
pointers, Jim and Sport are the swing 
and Spot and Jack are the wheelers. 
The one I call Wolf is a noted storm 
leader of Alaska. 
He is a fu ll-b looded 
wolf from off the headwaters ot the 
Klondike River. 
Jack is also a wolf. 
Jim is a b lack wolf. 
Frank and Spot 
are Eskimo or Malamoot dogs. 
The 
three wolves in my team were captu r­ 
ed while pu ps and I have b roken them 
to harness, so that they are ju st as 
good workers as any dog in Alaska. 
They are hitched to a tow line of 
wolves hide, so that each dog pu lls 
directly on the sled. 
I will b e in you r 
city and will take dinner with Prof. 
Scholl and while there will show you

New York, Dec. 18.—The election of 
trustees for the New York Life, the 
Mutual Life, the Mutual Reserve Life 
Insurance companies and the Equita 
ble Life Assurance Society took place 
today at the home offices of the com­ 
panies in this city . 
The polls were 
opened at 10 and will close at 4. 
Im­ 
mediately after the polls are closed 
the task of counting the ballots and 
proxies will begin. 
There has been no contest in the 
Equitable and Mutual Reserve, and 
the election of their administration 
tickets is a certainty , but a rem arka­ 
ble campaign has been waged among 
the policy holders of the New Y'ork 
Life and the Mutual Life for control 
of the affairs of those two companies. 
It is estimated that more than 400,- 
000 votes will be cast in the New York 
Life election and about 350,000 in the 
Mutual. It is expected that it will re­ 
quire several weeks to count the bal­ 
lots and that the courts will be resort­ 
ed to on many occasions to settle the 
validity of votes and proxies.
